President icin Country “In- 
sidious” Efforts Are Being 
Made to Change Bill. 


“GREAT SUMS OF MONEY” 


Funds “Without Limit’ Being 
Used to Create False Pres- 
sure on Congress.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—President 


‘ Wilson told White “House correspond- 
‘ents today that he believed the n 3t 


extraordinary lobby ever gathered by 
special interests to overcome iegisla- 
tion was now mustered at the capital 
against the tariff bill. 

The President said he had no doubt 
that a few so-called lobbyists were 
there on legitimate errands, but that 
the majority were occupied in a sys- 
tematic misrepresentation of facts. Ai- 
though the President believes that the 
“lobby” is concentrated against free 
Sugar and free -wool, he is not appre- 
hensive: that it will be successful. 

The President made it clear that he 
believed scientific business methods and 
efficiency would overcome tariff cuts 
and that with the application of scien- 
tific methods, Louisiana would not only 
be able to continue in the sugar indus- 
try, but do so profitably. 

President's Statement. 

The President issued the following 
statement: 

I think the public ought to know 
the extraordinary exertions being 
made by the labby in Washington ‘to 
gain recognition for certain altera- 
tions of the tariff bill. Washington 
has seldom seen so numerous, 80 
indystrious or insidious a lobby. The 
newspapers are being filled with paid 
advertisements calculated to mislead 
the judgment of the public men not 
only, but also the public opinion of 
the country itself. 

There is every evidence that money 
without Hmit is being spent to sus- 
tain this lobby and to create an ap- 
pearance of a pressure of public 
opinion antagonistic to some of the 
chief Ttéms 6f the tariff bill. 

It is of serious interest to the coun- 
try that the people at large should 
have a-lobby and be voiceless in 
these matters, while great bodies of 
agtute men seek to create an artificial 
opinion and to overconie the interests 
of the public for their private profit. 
It is thoroughly worth the while of 
the people of this country to take 
knowledge of this matter. Only pub- 
lic opinion can check and destroy it. 

The Government in all its branches 
ought to be relieved from this intol- 
erable burden and this constant in- 
terruption to the calm progress of 
debate. I know that in this I am 

_speaking for the members of the two 

houses who would rejoice as much 
as I would, to be relieved from this 
undesirable situation. 

Subcommittees had a long list 
of manufacturers waiting to be heard 
before the close of the tariff hearings 
tomorrow night. Beginning Wednesday 
morning the subcommittees will take up 
the schedules for revision and plan 
their reports to the full committec. 
That task, it is estimated, will take at 
least a week. -

ON PATENTS HELD ILLEGAL

U. S. Supreme Court’s Decision Will Allow Re- 
tailers to Sell Razors and Other Articles 
as They May See Fit. : 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Patented 
articles sold under price restrictions by 
manufacturers, may be resold by re- 
tailers at cut rates. The Supreme Court 
se held today in the case of a newly 
patented nerve tonic. Safety razors, 
talking machines and thousands of oth- 
er patented articles will be affected by 
the decision. 

The Court's decision was five to four, 
with Justices McKenna, Holmes, Lurton 
and Vandevanter dissenting. 

Justice Day announced the majority 
decision, which held that while the pat 
ent law gives the owner the exclusive 
right to “vend” an article, it does nut 
give him the right ‘‘to = up the 
price.”’ 

Many manufacturers had joined the 
manufacturer of nerve tonic in his fignt 
to sustain the contention that his pat- 
ent gave him a right to sell or use his 
patent article under any conditions and 
to restrict the price as he might see 
fit. 

All decision in the lower courts, with 
the exception of one, have been in fa- 
vor of the manufacturers. 

Justice Day, in his decision, ‘“‘distin- 
guished” the famous ‘‘mimeograph 
case of more than a year ago from the 
case today, but many lawyers who 
heard the decision regarded the terin 
as a judicial phrase. The point may 
be determined later. 

Eimds Patent Monopolies. 

Officials of the Department of Just- 
ice regard the decision of great im- 
portance, as it puts an end to existing 


}olies and’sharply draws a line of de- 
markation between the Shernian anti- 
trust law and the patent laws. 

Under the cloak of the legal monop- 
oly granted by the patent laws, many 
industries, it is contended, control the 
price of patented articles to the ulti- 
mate consumer, 

The Department of Justice has con- 
tended that once a patentee sells his 
patented article, he loses all control of 
it and is powerless, especially in view 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, to es- 
tablish resale prices. 

Good News for Shoppers. 

The Court’s decision will be good 
news for many shoppers and bargain 
hunters, who heretofore had _ been 
forced to pay the retail prices dictated 
by manufacturers for many lines of 
goods in general use. 

Nearly all of the safety razors on the 
market are sold to retailers wth the 
understanding that they must be sold 
at a certain price. 

The same is true of men’s shirts 
made by certain manufacturers and of 
other articles of wearing apparel. 

Cameras made by the so-called trust 
have always been sold with an under- 
standing of this kind, and the rule has 
been so rigidly enforced that if a deal- 
er cuts the price the manufacturers 
will sell him no more goods. 

The ‘‘keep up the price rule’’ even ex- 
tends to certain brands of alarm clocks 
and to many articles of household ne- 
cessity, such as carpet sweepers, vacuum 
cleaners, sewing machines, stoves and

BROTHERS PLEAD 
GUILTY, PROMISE

FORT WAYNE, Ind., May '2.—David

The 
pleas were accepted by the prosecutor on 
condition that the brothers give possible 
assistance in the prosecution of the so- 
called ‘‘Arson Trust’’ which has been 
operating through the Central West, and 
was particwarly active in Chicago. 

David Rosenberg was sentenced to 
from two to 21 years in he penitentiary. 

Ben Rosenberg, younger of the broth- 
ers, pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
commit arson and to defraud the in- 
surance company. He got a suspended 
prison sentence ot two to 14 years and 
raid a fine of $25 and costs. 

The offer to plead guilty was a sur- 
prise to the State’s attorney. ; 

Abe Franklin, the third man indicted 
by the Allen County grand jury in con- 
nection with the case probably will not 
be tried until fall. He is at liberty un- 
der bond. 

The Rosenbergs were alleged to have 
had their clothing store here set on fire, 
that they might collect insurance. They 
were indicted by the Allen County grand 
jury and the two Rosenbergs have been 
in jail several months awaiting trial. 
Franklin has been out on bond.

NEW YORK, May 2%—W. Wilhelm 
Wandschneider, one of Germany’s most 
noted sculptors and an artist of inter- 
national reputation, arrived here on the 
steamer Lapland today and learned 


with amazement that his design for a 
monument to the German-American edi- 
tors of St. Louis, Carl Schurz, Emil 
Preetorius and Carl Daenzer had been 
rejected by the Committee of Award 
in St. Louis after it had been accepted 
by a subcommittee. 

Wandschneider had crossed the ocean, 
secure in the belief°that his design had 
been selected. The subcommittee had 
cabled Wandschnelider, telling him that 
he was the winner. 

Expected to Be Honored. 

When the committee rescinded the ac- 
tion of the subcommittee, the sculptor 


already had sailed for America, intend- 


ing to go to St. Louis and supervise the 
erection of the monument. 

Mrs. Wandschneider accompanied her 
husband to America, and they had 
looked forward to a long stay in St. 
Louis, where they were expecting to 
be received with honors in keeping with 
the sculptor’s achievement in winning 
so notable a contest in competition with 
other famous artists. 

Wandschneider was stunned when a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent told him 
that the action of the subcommittee had 
been rescinded. His wife acted as his 
interpreter. 

“It is difficult to believe that this can 
be true,”’ he said. 

Is Told of Objections. 


The reporter then outlined to him the, 


conditions which led to the rejection of 
his design. The distinguished sculptor 
was told that it had been ruled by the 
directors of the monument fund that 
the subcommittee of the committee of 
award had no authority to accept a de- 
sign, but was authorized only to. report 
its selection to the committee, which in 
turn would refer it to the board of di- 
rectors for final action. 

He was told also that Adolphus 
‘Busch, who had contributed $20,000 of 
the $30,000 monument fund, had _ cus- 
tained the board of directors in rescind- 
ing the award and had criticised the 
Wandschnelder design. 

It was made clear to Wandschneider 
that some of the directors had objected 
to his design because its principal dec- 
oration was the nude figure of a woman. 


Thinks Figure Is Chaste. 

“There is absolutely no reason for re- 
jecting my design,’”’ said Wandschneider, 
“Here is a photograph of it to speak 
for itself. 

“The news you give me is most sur- 
prising. I can’t understand why the 
decision of the subcommittee should 
have been reversed. 

“The nude figure, to which exception 
has been taken, is that of a woman 
sitting with outspread arms on a stone 
bench. The figure is symbolical of 
‘naked truth.” The open arms mean 
that there is nothing to be concealed. 
The figure is chaste in every respect 
and I cannot see why any exception 
should be taken to the design because 
of its lack of drapery. 

“I shall think this whole, question 
over and consider whether I shall first 
make a complaint to the German Am- 
bassador at Washington or go to 8t. 
Louis and insist that the committee 
fulfill its contract with me.” 

Devorated by Kaiser.

Adopted Orphan, 

The exploiting of Miss Burton as a 
perfect artist’s model about three years 
ago destroyed the domestic happiness of 
her foster-parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles A. Burton of 3965 Forest Park 
boulevard, and led to the obtaining of a 
divorce by Mrs. Burton. 

Myrtle’s parents and the Burtons were 
neighbors in 19988 when Myrtle, then 22 
years old, quarreled with her parents. 
She left their home at 3963A Forest Park 
boulevard and went next door to the 
Burtons at 3965 Forest Park boulevard. 
The Burtons adopted her. 

Without the knowledge of her foster- 

father the young woman posed as a 
model at the St. Louls Schol of Fine 
Arts. She also posed for individual crt- 
ists and photographers. 
When Burton, early in 1910, learned 
that his foster daughter was a model he 
was so indignant that he ordered his 
wife and the young woman from the 
Forest Park boulevard home, according 
to testimony later given in Mrs. Burton's 
divorce suit.

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LETTER COMPLAINS 


M. A.C. WAGES 10 
WOMEN ARE LOW 


Senate Committee Receives. 
Many Other Complaints About 
Employes’ Treatment. 


WILL INVESTIGATE THEM 


One Writer Says Girls Whose 
Fingers Are Cut Off in Local 
Factory Lose Time Off. 


Numerous letters containing ‘“‘tips’” to 
the State Senate Women’s Wage Inves- 
tigating Committee have been received 
at Chairman Michael Kinney’s office 
since adjournment Friday. They will be 
laid before the committee Tuesday, when 
it resumes its hearings at the Planters 
Hotel. 

One of the letters makes complaint 
that the Missouri Athletic Club pays its 
women help very low wages, and sug- 
gests that the committee investigate the 
club. One letter declares that in a man- 
vfacturing institution using much ma- 
chinery, there are numerous accidents to 
women employes. Women’s fingers oft- 
en are cut off in the machinery, the 
letter declares, and the victims are sent 
either to the city dispensary or the city 
hospital for treatment, and are paid no 
wages while unable to work. 

Except in extreme cases, the commit- 
tee will not take much more testimony 
in St. Louis on the subject of wages 
paid to women. What the committee 
wishes to ascertain is the exact cost of 
living for women workers in St. Louis. 

The committee has requested the 
women secretaries of different organiza- 
tions who volunteered their own testi- 
mony as to the cost of living to as- 
sist in finding girls for witnesses who 
actually must live on their wages, with- 
out the help of any friend or relative. 
The organizations failed to give the 
committee the desired aid, and Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Brogan has been 
instructed to make diligent search for 
girls “adrift,” so that the committee 
may get some first-hand information be- 
fore it leaves St. Louis. 

The committee will hold hearings tr 
St. Louis from Tuesday probably until 
Friday, and then probably will adjourn 
for a week and resume the inquiry in 
Kansas City about the second week in 
June. The out-of-town members of the 
committee, including Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Painter, went home Friday night vr 
Saturday. 


OPPOSES BARS 
IN DANCE HALLS 


Chicago Social Worker Says 
“Bums”? Drink There and 
Meet Innocent Girls. 


CHICAGO, May 2%.—Economic condi- 
tions or low wages are responsible for 
not more than 12 per cent of all cases of, 


the opinion. of Prof. Graham Taylor, 
head of the Chicago Commons Social 
Settlement, who was a witness today be- 
fore the O’Hara Minimum Wage Com- 
mission of the State Senate. 

“This commission could do no more 
valuable work than to recommend the 
abolition of the bar permit to the public 
dance hall,”’ said Prof. Taylor. ‘The sa- 
loons are closed at 1 o’clock. Then all 
the bums are turned out to continue 
their drinking until 8 o’clock in the 
dance halls. There they come in con- 
tact with innocent young girls and take 
them home.’’ 

Prof. Taylor said that he had investi- 
gated the life stories of 2420 women and 
girls “implicated in the social evil.’’ He 
advanced a long list of causes as to why 
girls gO wrong. 

E. C. Jones, president of the United 
States Broom and Brush Co., which em- 
ploys 68 women, told the commission 
that he thought $7.50 would be a fair 
minimum wage for women. He said all 
the workers at his plant are paid by 
the piece system and that the women 
average from $5 to $12 per week, accord- 
ing to their skill. 


COURT SEEKS REVIEW 
OF ITS GOMPERS RULING 


Asks Supreme Body to Pass on 
Reduction of Sentences of 


Three Labor Leaders. 

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—The District 
Supreme Court here, which originally 
sentenced Samuel Gompers, John Mitch- 
ell and Frank Morrison, labor leaders, 
to jail for contempt of court, filed a 
petition with the Supreme Court of the 
United States today asking the highest 
tribunal to review the decision of the 
District Court of Appeals which affirm- 
ed the conviction of the three men, but 
re duced their sentences. 

At the same time the high court had 
under consideration another application 
of the review of & writ of error pre- 
sented by attorneys for the convicted 
men. 

Gompers originally was sentenced to 12 
months, Mitchell to nine, an@ Morrison 
to six. The District Court of Appeals af- 
firmed the conviction, and reduced Gom- 
pers’ sentence to 80 days and Mitchell’s 
and Morrison’s to a fine of $600 each.

Judge Selden P. Spencer telephoned

Webster says he does not see how the 
issuance of a temporary writ of prohi- 
bition would help the Democrats, for 
thé reason that the House of Delegates 
must certify out the tar rate at 5 
o'clock this afternoon to the Assessor.

Final efforts to reconsider and pass 
the tax increase bill over Mayor Kiel’s 
veto will be made at a special meeting 
of the House of Delegates this after- 
noon.

As. a preliminary to this move, Gal- 
lagher conferred with Jeptha D. Howe, 
attorney of the Southern Traction Co., 
and Sam B. ‘Jeffries, former Assistant 
Attorney-General, for, the purpose of in- 
stituting before the Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City proceedings to restrain 
the St. Louis Circuit Court from en- 
forcing injunctions issued to Klose and 
Grierson three weeks ago. 

The contestants, whom the Gallagher 
forces want to seat without the for- 
mality of a hearing, are Patrick O’Neill 
of the First Ward and John Maloney 
of the Seventh, both of whom were 
beaten several hundred votes on the 
face of the returns. Gallagher’s plan 
to revenge the opposition to the tax 
measure is regarded by the Republicans 
as a huge bluff. 

Delegate John R. McCarthy of the 
Sixteenth Ward, who usually counsels 
with Gallagher, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he knew nothing of the 
proposed court proceedings except what 
he had read in the newspapers.

Vouchers at Dynamite ‘Plant’

BOSTON, May 26.—The defense in the 
Wood trial showed its hands for the

Cross-examined by counsel for Wood, 
Treasurer William H. Dwelly Jr. of 
the woolen company, who testified Fri- 
day to checks given to Atteaux in con- 
sideration of ‘‘expenses incurred relative 
to the strike,” testified that Atteaux 
acted as a messenger between Wood and 
various agents of the coMpany on per- 
fectly proper matters.

Dwelly replied that he 
would have told the’ whole story under 
direct examination if he had not been 
interrupted by the prosecutor.

Hackett charges that 
Republican postoffice inspectors, who 
are protected by the civil service, are 
selecting men of their own party to fill 
vacancies. Hundreds of protests are 
coming from every Southern State. 

President Wilson is not disposed to 
turn his party into an army of political 
spoilsmen, but some of his Cabinet mem- 
bers have begun to realize that there is 
danger of arousing a bitter feeling in 
some of the states.

Burns’ Arena Destroyed. 

The origin of the fire that late last 
night destroyed the Burns Arena, where 
Saturday’s fight was held, has not been 
learned, but authorities are extending 
every effort in an endeavor to ascertain 
whether it was caused by incendaries. 

The fire was discovered at 11 o'clock, 
but had gained such headway that it 
was impossible to save the building. 

Four deaths were narrowly averted.

MAN AND HIS SON, 18, - | 
ARRESTED AS SLAYERS 


They Are Jailed at Rolla Charged

Health Officer of Port Would 
Suspend Administering of 
Serum in New York City. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 26.—Dr. Joseph J. 
O’Connell, State Health Officer of 


the Port of New York, sent a letter 
today to Health Commissioner Lederic 
requesting him to submit to the Board 
of Health at its next meeting a resol:i- 
tion prohibiting the administration oi 
the Friedmann treatment for tubercu- 
losis in New York, “until such time 
as those interested affirmatively in its 
administration shall notify the Health 
Department of its innocuous charac- 
ter.”’ 

“The reports of thé investigator of 
your department,” reads the ietter, 
‘‘whose peculiar experience with tuber- 
culosis gives his reports a compelling 
force, are all to the effect that the dan- 
gers which might be apprehended in 
such a form of treatment, are actuallv 
present therein. He finds that the pa- 
tients subjected to this treatment hav:> 
not improved, but have lost ground t») 
an extent greater than might be ex- 
pected from the natural ravages of the 
disease. 

“He finds that where the tuberculosis 
condition had affected one side prior 
to inoculation with the serum there 
was after such inoculation an unnat- 
urally rapid development of the tuber- 
cular process on the hitherto healthy 
side, which indicates that the operation 
of the alleged cure had a tendency to 
accelerate rather than retard, the proc- 
ess of the disease. 

‘It seems to me that it would be culp- 
able for us to longer hesitate, and that 
our duty now is to insist upon such 
a regulation and supervision of this en- 
terprise as shall prevent the perpetra- 
tion upon the public of a dangerous and 
cruel fraud. We cannot overlook the 
fact that this treatment has been ex- 
ploited much after the manner of the 
exploitation of certain so-called mining 
securities and other financial schemes 
from which the credulous public has 
suffered. <i 

“The wide advertisement of the serum 
had had an ‘effect of awakening a final 
and fful hope in the breasts of the 
desperately ill, which shrewd and con- 
‘scienceless men might turn into an im- 
mense financial profit. There has been 
time and opportunity in plentiful meas- 
ure extended to Dr. Friedman and those 
who propose similar remedies for tuber- 
culosis te demonstrate the therapeutic 
value of their treatments, but there has 
been no. such demonstration of value. 
On the other hand we have before us 
reports of the gravest character.”’

LONG BEACH, Cal., May 2.—Evi-

Broken timbers, showing evidence of 
decay, and the corrosive action of salt 
air from the ocean, were under guard 
today, awaiting the Coroner’s inquest. 
Several construction engineers—among 
them Luther Munson and J. K. Kenne- 
dy—who were appointed on behalf of the 
city of Long Beach, began an official 
inspection and investigation. 

One of the principal witnesses before 
the Coroner’s jury will be James Twom- 
bly, member of the Long Beach Board 
of Public Works, who, according to 
Mayor Hatch and his colleagues on the 
board works, was charged with the duty 
of inspecting public buildings. 

Daughters of the Empire and Sons of 
St. George, the principal organizations 
which had charge of the Empire day 
celebration which ended so tragically, 
started a campaign today for the relief 
of the victims.

the Municipal Assembly. 
The responsibility that attaches to the exer- 


cise of the veto power to defeat thé will of the 
Legislature is emph&sized when it is supplement- 
ed by the patronage club and the party machine. 
There is no doubt in the public mind where the 
responsibility for blocking St. Louis’ yrogress 


rests.

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A MILLION POP. SUGGESTION.

District Assessors to be appointed by the As- 
sessor of the Revenue, and to be changed from 
one district to another at his pleasure. 

City working hours (clerical and the like) to 
be from 9 to 12 and from 12:30 to 4:30 from Mon- 
day to Saturday inclusive. 

Twenty days annual leave, and all absence 
whether one minute or one day to be deducted 
from same by the time clerk in each department. 

Twenty-day extension of leave on account of 
iliness attested by a physician’s certificate. All 
other leave to be without pay.

When I hear people say women should not be 
employed outside of home, it seems to me they 
have a very narrow view of the matter. There 
are two good reasons, if no other, why girls 
should go out to work:. First, it is her right and 
duty to cultivate any talent with which nature 
endowed her. If she inherited a brilliant mind 
from her father it would certainly be laying her 
“talent away in a napkin” to stay at home and 
embroider, gossip and shop instead of using it 
for the good of herself and the world. Second, 
she may not be needed at home. The family may 
be poor and not able to support more than one 
“queen,” It then becomes her duty to gO out to 
work and if she is bright enough to compete with 
men, let her receive their compensation. 

If any men get crowded out let them go out 
and farm. That is where men are needed badly 
these days, If any say “all men are not farmers,” 
I would reply all women are not housekeepers.

In St. Louis the annual losses which 


$10,000,000. This sum stands for the eoll- 
ing, impairment and destruction of lin- 
ens and wearing apparel, draperics and 
carpets, goods on exhibition in shops, 
articles in process of manufacture, and 
trees, flowers and other vegetation; for 
the expense of interior and externfor 
cleaning and painting of buildings; for 
artificial illumination at hours when 
the sky is obscured and the air is 
thickened by smoke and soot, and for 
coal that is imperfectly consumed in 
stoves and furnaces. 

A commission appointed by the City of 
Chicago asserted on the strength of its 
careful study of the subject that coal 
smoke costs every citizen $25.a year for 
items like those enumerated in the fore- 
going paragraph. 

Apparently there Is but one. cure for 
the tremendous economic waste and in- 
efficiency ascribable to the use of coal. 
That is the substitution of electric power 
for every industrial and domestic pur- 
pose for which coal is now used. But 
even if industrial plants alone were 
eelctrified, the smoke evil would be 
substantially abated for several months 
of the year and wholly eliminated for 
the remainder. In summer and for a 
short period in the spring and in the 
autumn, residences contribute practically 
nothing to the nuisance. 

DOU BLE-SUBSCRIBED BOND ISSUE.
